Apple said his ship and t h e

Now let us con­ 
sider h o w he 
a h o u I d be 
treated. 
Sup-Dr. Garry Meyers 
pose it’s your child who has not 
been promoted. As you see the 
fact on his report card or hear 
about it, calmly let him know you 
are sorry, especially for him. 
Show no anger at him. Avoid tell- j 
ing him he could have passed if 
he had worked harder, or com-j 
paring his grades with any other 
child s. 


LET HIM KNOW you and his 
other parent are going to try to 
find ways to help him do better 
at school next fall. 
Perhaps you have a l r e a d y 
talked with his teachers and found 
out what his chief learning diffi­ 
culties have been and in what di­ 
rections you might find help for 
him. 
You may alreadv have discov­ 
ered that he could do best next 
year by repeating the grade. In 
this event, you should aim to help 
him see that this is so. 
From the school psychologist, 
if there be one, or from a read 
mg expert at school, or from a 
private expert or a clinic, you 
might discover that this c h i l d , 
even though he was not promoted, 
did fairly well, considering his na­ 
tive learning ability and hts low 
achievement in earlier grades.

William Fulbnght, D-Ark., said

his $4.8-billion foreign aid bill. 
Fulbnght is chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee which continues hearings on 
the legislation today with public 
testimony from Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara and 
Gen. Lyman L. Leminitzer, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Fulbright said in an interview 
that despite the foreign aid pro­ 
gram's revamping, its projects 
"follow’ too closely the old pat­ 
terns of the past." He said that 
its administration should be di­ 
rected to the application of more 
selective and discerning aid. 
Fulbright said that passage of 
the President’s program in any­ 
thing like the amounts he asked 
"will require one of the toughest 
fights of the year."
